2, while he was shopping at 
Hink’s Department store in Ber- 
keley. A severe heart attack 
claimed him. He had spent two 
weeks in the Albany hospital sev- 
eral years ago, but his physician 
had assured him he would be 
singing for many more years if 
he,were careful.
